Many St.George fans think so: their faith in the "old magician" is 
unlimited. The man who guided St.George to their first ever NSW champ- 
ionship title in 1962 ~~ after having had similar successes with Prague 
and Canterbury ~- seldom fails.

Joe Vlasits won with NSW the national under-19 championship in Brisbane.

Of course, it would be futile to expect miracles, like a sequence of wins 
to take Saints into the top four -- but mathematically even this is not 
impossible, All the team has to do is win its next seven watches, hope 
that those further up drop points regularly and thenessse 


But this cannot be the aim for the rest of 1978. Vlasits as well as the 
Club merely hope to end the terrible run the team had this season, heip 
the players regain their old confidence, move a few slots up the tavle -- 
and rebuild for 1979. This rebuilding process has already started! 
Viasits, forever the intelligent planner and 
schemer, is quietly taking stock of the staff 

the Club will need for next season. Certain to 
stay on in 1979 in some technical capacity, 
Vilasits wants to make sure that St.George --~ hia 
first leve during his long and checkered Austral- 
lan career ~- doesn't have to relive the traumas 
of 1978 once again.
